Yuri Rastovorov, who had been 
second secre tary of the unreco g­ 
nized Soviet mission in J a p a n un ­ 
til he asked the United States for 
asylum J a n 
24. was said to be 
making his disclosures voluntarily. 
The highly qualified inform ant re 
fused to d i s c u s s the full circ u m ­ 
s t a n c e s of Rastovorov's fantastic 
flight from C om m unism until an 
official announcem ent is made. 
But he did reveal that 
R asto ­ 
vorov was m otivated by fear in 
deciding to forsake his wife and 
family 
in 
the Soviet Union, 
to 
which he had been .scheduled to 
return on J a n 25, a day after his 
su rrender. 
In Safekeeping 
Diplom atic sources in W ashing­ 
ton 
also refused to give details 
of the Rastovorov incident other 
than to confirm unofficially that 
the Russian “ is in our h an d s.” 
The sources in Tokyo said th at 
to the best of his knowledge R a s­ 
tovorov was in safekeeping in the 
F a r Fast 
It was believed he had 
been taken to the U. S. 
island 
.stronghold of Okinawa. 
It was learned that only highest 
diplom atic

had been informed of R astovorov’s 
flight 
shortly 
after he delivered 
him self to A m erican authorities.
